Applicants respectfully request reconsideration of the Final 
Rejection dated May 1 0, 2005. . 

Paragraph 4 of the Office Action: 

Claims 56, 59, 62, 65, 68, 70 and 71 are rejected as being obvious 
over Livingston in view of Keyworth et al. The rejection is based on the 
Examiner's opinion that it would have been obvious to modify Livingston's 
system in view of the teachings of Keyworth et al. The rejection is respectfully 
traversed for the reasons set forth immediately below. 

According to the Examiner, "Livingston does not disclose [that] the 
GUI displays more than one page representation simultaneously." The Examiner 
notes that the suggested combination would provide the features missing from the 
basic reference, and concludes that such combination would have been obvious. 
This conclusion is respectfully traversed.
